The teachers* salary increase 
bill 
which was passed during the last few 
hours of the 1910 session was revised, 
eligibly by Governor Sproul and Sup- f 
erintendent 
of 
Public 
Instruction 
Finogan before 
it was voted 
upon, j 
The following is a synopsis 
of the 
measure in its 
final form explaining ! 
the important provisions: 
The bill makes available for teach­ 
ers* salary increases during the next 
two years $10,450,000. 
This is pro­ 
vided by a straight appropriation of 
$♦>,000,000 and $1,500,000, or so much 
as is necessary, is diverted to the pay­ 
ment of the State's share of the in­ 
creases from the 
regular school ap­ 
propriation of $18,000,000 carried in 
the general appropriation bill. 
This 
diverted sum has been used in 
the 
past 
to pay 
the 
Commonwealth’s 
share of minimum salaries. 
Now the 
districts must pay the full minimum 
salaries and contribute their share to 
the salary increases. 
The minimum 
salaries 
fixed by the bill 
are $60, 
$70 und $80 a school month, accord­ 
ing to the grade of certificate held by 
the teacher. 
The present rates are 
$45, $55 and $60. 
Loch teacher, principal and other

In addition to the minimum salary 
and the portion required to be paid by 
the State, the Commonwealth will pay 
to each rural school teacher, holding 
a certificate higher than provisional, 
$5 a school month.

Final decision as to when
